never  fludB  two  bonded  fish,  but  those 
with  more  than  one  tail  are  plentiful. 
Two.  three,  four  und  fife  tails  are  quite 
often  found  on  the  fish  and  sometimes 
even  six,  but  the  latter  is  very  rare.  Of 
course  a  fish  with  six  tails  would  bring 
a  handsome  price  m  any  market 

Goldfish  are  often  killed  by  overat- 
tentiou.  but  sometimes  by  lack  of  atten¬ 
tion.  The  two  things  which  above  all 
should  be  avoided  are  overfeeding  them 
and  failure  to  keep  fresh  water  iu  the 
aquarium.  Au  even,  moderate  tempera¬ 
ture  should  be  maintained,  and  they 
should  be  kept  in  the  dark  at  night  — 
t’hirstjro  Tribune.

Gas  and  oil  lamps  are  on¬ 
ly  s  little  more  trouble.  But  it  waaveqr 
different  100  years  ago.  The  lighting  of 
a  candle  was  a  complicated  process  and 
took  a  good  deal  of  tune  and  skill. 

First,  there  was  the  tinderbox.  Prob¬ 
ably  you  have  heard  of  a  bouse  burn  rug 
“like  tinder,  "but  <o  yon  kuow  what 
tinder  really  is?  Our  grandfathers  made 
it  by  lighting  a  piece  of  cotton  cloth  at 
the  fireplace  and  allowing  it  to  char. 
This  was  placed  in  a  shallot,  round  tin 
box,  something  like„tbo  box  now  used 
far  shoe  black  ing. 

Matches  were  made  by  splitting  thin 
pieces  of  wood  into  many  pieces  and  ty¬ 
ing  them  together  in  round  buL^ll,-?*. 
Then  when  the  brimstone,  t he  old  name 
for  sulphur,  wa*  broken  up  and  melted 
both  ends  of  these  bundles  of  sticks  were 
dipped  into  it  Thus  old  fashioned 
matches  were  burned  at  both  ends. 

Iu  lighting  a  lamp  at  candle  the  tin- 
derbox  was  opened,  then  the  flint  and 
steel  struck  together,  dropping  a  spark 
on  the  tinder,  into  which  one  end  of  a 
match  was  put  as  quickly  as  posable 
and  the  candle  lighted.  This  done,  the 
cover  was  shut  down  an  the  tinderbox 
to  smother  the  lighted  tinder  and  to 
save  it.  The  match  wua  also  extinguish¬ 
ed  at  once,  to  use  the  good  end  next 
time.  /

Coldfbdi  are  so  extremely  common 
ccwcdayfe  that  few  people  ever  stop  to 

ui  nder  where  they  come  fruj»  or  bow 
tla-y  are  raised.  Comparatively  little  is 
generally  kuowu  about  the  little  cold 
bli-odid  vertebrate*  that  swim  about  in 
the  aquariums  in  ao  many  homes.  The 
pets  require  a  careful  arid  systematic 
raising  that  is  sraroeJy  appreciated  by 
tiawc  who  expect  to  get  them  for  small 
price*  of  dealers  in  the  city. 

The  largest  goldfish  farm  in  the  world, 
if  it  may  be  called  such,  is  located  in 
Shelby  county,  Iud. ,  uU>ut  80  miles 
fr.  iu  Iudiaiiapolis.  Here  the  original 
goldfish  men  of  the  country  have  their 
propagating  institution. 

There  are  two  farms,  several  miles 
npiirt,  which  are  devoted  to  the  diff'-r- 
•  or  brain  be*  of  the  industry.  Iu  Hie 
norlb  part  of  the  county  is  oue  farm  cf 
eigLt  or  ten  sere*.  The  other  is  a  few 
miles  farther  south  and  is  about  half 
again  as  large  a*  the  first  oue. 

Today  thi  re  ure  iu  the  various  ponds 
of  Spring  Lake  fishery  over  800,000  fish, 
from  which  specimens  are  constantly 
beiug  m  ut  to  evt  ry  state  and  territory 
of  the  Union.  It  is  even  said  that  some 
of  the  I'uest  fish  in  the  royal  aquariums 
of  Europe  were  raised  by  Mr.  Sboup 
und  his  pai  t  ner  at  this  farm. 

On  each  cf  the  farms  spoken  of  are  a 
large  number  of  small  ponds,  some  of 
them  not  much  larger  than  ten  feet 
square.  These  ponds  are  all  connected 
with  each  other  by  little  channels,  so 
that  the  water  and  fish  cun  be  U  t  lrorn 
me  to  the  other  without  the  least  diffi¬ 
culty. 

The  Lreediug  ponds,  which  are,  of 
t  nrse,  the  most  important,  are  protect¬ 
'd  frt  m  the  wind  and  cold  by  high  em¬ 
bankments  around  the  edges.  This  is 
all  the  protection  tbut  is  necessary  for 
the  fish,  even  in  the  winter  time,  so  i( 
is  seen  that,  although  the  fish  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  delicate,  they  are  much  more 
hardy  than  is  generally  supposed. 

Several  times  a  year  the  fish  are  sorted 
iu  the  different  ponds  and  classified  so 
that  the  largest  and  finest  ones  will  be 
together,  and  those  which  will  not  bring 
such  good  prices  will  be  by  themselves. 
Many  people  suppose  that  when  the 
goldfish  is  first  hutched  from  the  egg  it 
bus  the  peculiar  pretty  markings  on  its 
wales  which  make  it  so  beautiful  and 
valuable. 

This  is  not  the  case.  In  Its  youth  in 
reality  the  fish  is  just  the  same  as  any 
ordinary  and  everyday  fish,  and  looks 
like  it  for  all  the  world.  Even  au  expert 
could  scarcely  tell  it  from  the  little 
minnows  which  are  found  in  any  stream. 
They  are  cf  a  whitish,  silvery  color, 
and  have  not  the  least  evidence  of  the 
beautiful  hues  which  they  will  later  as¬ 
sume. 

Sometimes,  however,  the  goldfish 
grower  is  sadly  disappointed  iu  finding 
that  his  fish  fail  to  acquire  the  golden 
tint  for  which  be  lias  so  long  been  look¬ 
ing  in  vain.  There  bave  been  many  in¬ 
stances  time  and  again  in  which  the  fish 
never  did  change  to  the  reddish  color, 
but  grew  to  be  several  years  old,  retain¬ 
ing  their  white,  silvery,  youthful  com¬ 
plexion.  Ordinarily,  however,  the  fish 
develop  the  golden  shade  in  less  than  a 
year. 

First,  they  begin  getting  dark,  some¬ 
times  becoming  almost  black.  From  the 
dark  complexion  they  begin  turning  to 
the  reddish  shade,  and  finally  come  ont 
in  all  their  glory,  full  fledged  goldfish. 

The  food  has  flot,  as  many  people 
suppose,  the  least  thing  to  do  with  col¬ 
oring  the  fish.  All  the  fish  are  fed  ex¬ 
actly  the  same  thing,  toasted  bread  two 
or  three  times  a  week,  and  nothing  else 
is  given  them  for  their  subsistence.  The 
sun  seems  to  be  the  necessary  agent  and 
the  only  one  to  oomplete  the  scheme  of 
natnre,  and  even  this  sometimes  does 
not  work  successfully. 

The  greatest  difficulty  with  which  the 
goldfish  raiser  has  to  contend  is  the  pest 
world.  Snakes,  cats,  coons,  frogs  and 
insects  innumerable  are  all  fell  destroy¬ 
ers  of  the  goldfish,  and  the  crawfish  is 
by  no  means  a  second  in  the  destruction 
which  he  can  work  when  be  gets  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  finny  tribe.  Some 
one  must  be  kept  constantly  on  watch 
at  the  season  of  the  year  when  these  in¬ 
sects  and  little  animals  abound  to  see 
that  they  do  not  get  into  the  water  of 
the  pond  where  the  fish  are. 

The  sting  of  some  insects  will  kill  a 
fish  in  almost  every  instance.  Bnake 
feeders  and  some  other  well  known  in¬ 
sects  fly  close  to  the  surface  of  the  wa¬ 
ter  in  the  summer  time  and  with  the 
greatest  ease  touch  the  tiny  little  fish 
swimming  near  the  surface  of  the  pool. 
An  egg  is  laid  on  the  fish  or  a  stinger 
inserted,  and  either  will  invariably 
prove  fatal. 

The  freaks  and  unusual  developments 
in  the  fish  are  tlie  varieties  which  will 
always  bring  the  best  prices  in  the  mar¬ 
ket.  Odd  and  rare  colors  and  spots  upon 
the  scales  are  the  marks  which  are  pre¬ 
ferred  by  fanciers.  Unusual  shapes  in 
the  fishes  are  equally  popular  with  oddi¬ 
ties  in  colors  and  will  cause  a  fish  to 
bring  ks  good  a  price  as  if  it  had  orange 
or  purple  scales.
